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HARDY PERENNIAL DIES 

Somehow we were sad to read that the 
United States Spruco Production corporation 
la ending Its dnyn. The taxpayer In ua should 
rejoice, for the company spent a lot or the 
public's money In \\s more than 28 years or 
existence. But wo still owe It the grudRlnK 
admiration we might accord a clever pick- 
pocket who lifted the wallcta of the very 
officers who were seeking him. 

Thla corporation, as you may know, came 
into being In IQIB. It was formed to provide 
wood for World war I airplanes, but Its mis- 
sion was a failure. The war ended before 
any of the wood could be Incorporated Into 
aircraft. But that didn't discourage the 
United States Spruce Production corporation. 

What mattered If the one-lung, canvas- 
hack, wood-strutted biplane went the way 
of the passenger pigeon? What mattered If 
planes grew a metal skin, acquired four en- 
gines, and achieved five times the speed and 
30 tlines the capacity of the spruce company's 
designated end-product? The civil servants 
who ran the corporation had boarded the 
gravy train with soaring ambitions. 

They branched out, buying up and selling 
timber lands. They buUt or acquired rail- 
roads, sawmills and heaven knows what else. 
The spruce merchants of World war I wound 
up with fingers In several segments of that 
rich pie, the Pacific northwest lumber induS' 
try. 

Whlla tbl« was going on generations of 
congressmen were dutifully and blindly ap' 
proprlatlng funds, year' after year, to keep 
the United States Spruce Production corpora- 
tion going. The Democrats under Wilson 
started it. ITie Republicans under Harding, 
Coolidge and Hoover continued it. The new 
deal congresses perpetuated It as a sort of 
sacrecT, U icxpendable, trust from their un- 
loved predecessors. 

ITiTOugh rich years and lean years the 
money was doled out. Even In the lush period 
of booming private enterprise this govern- 
mental project was never In want. Came the 
depression, but no one questioned the cor- 
poration's right to exist. The era of pump- 
prlmlng arrived, then the recession, then 
preparation and war and victory. Bu&lt was 
all the some to the USSPC. 

The surging floods of three shattering 
decades swept over It. But the corporation, 
surely one of the hardiest perennials of na- 
tive bureaucracy, never withered. It bloomed 
and blossomed through every vicissitude of 
economic weather until last year, when the 
alert 70th congrfjss discovered that for years 
the public purse had been subsidizing a com- 
pany of about as much practical value as a 
foundry for turning out pikes and holbcrds. 

The legislators ordered the corporation 
liquidated. This has been done. In a leisurely, 
piecemeal fashion, until now only $2,600 is 
needed to finish the Job. 

Life won't bo much different without the 
UBBPC. Still, we shall cherish Its memory 
as proof that, in spile of big talk and windy 
promises by out-of-powcr opponents, wastage 
and Inefficiency are not the hallmark of any 
one political party— whether It's In Wash- 
ington or Boise. 



MR. FOUD'S EXPERIMENT 

Young Henry Ford's cut In the price of his 
company's automobiles Is, as Mr. Hoover de- 
scribed prohibition, an experiment noble In 
purpose. It also promises to be a successful 
accomplishment If he can get some co-opera- 
tion from fellow Industrialists and organized 
labor. 

Mr. Ford referred to the price cut as a 
"shock treatment." But the shock Is un- 
doubtedly one that affects other businessmen 
rather than the national economy. Food 
prices already are coming down. Other items, 
particularly textiles, seem to be past their 
price peak. But in many durable goods, such 
as automobiles, demand still exceeds supply. 

It may be that Mr. Ford has decided that 
If demand is allowed to push auto prices 
sUll higher, the consequent and Inevitable 
drop will be more severe, 8o his price re- 
duction Is a cushioning rather than a shock 
treatment. 

The Ford company has announced that 
some of Its three thousand suppliers have fol- 
lowed suit and promised to reduce their prices 
to Ford, or at least hold them at present 
levels. 

But word also comes that the UAW-CIO, 
while congratulating Mr. Ford on his de- 
cision. Is still determined to press its drive 
for an hourly wage increase of 23i^ cents at 
Ford.. 

Even less heartening, at the moment. Is 
the ouUook for contract negotiations In the 
steel Industry, which ate now under' way. 
Philip Murray has let it be known that he is 
lnt«rjpsted in getting his United steeiworkers 
not only a wage rise but also portol-to-portal 
pay, ly guaranteed annual wage, a welfare 
fond, and other benefits. 
M labor pcralstfl m demanding all its ob- 
, JeetlTU, In 8plt« of hell, high water and ttag- 
,;-i.gBlag- prices, Mr. Ford's experiment wUl 
r vPttibtbly CO the *iy ot that other noble ex- 
^^pvtaom^ problblUon.

L. Lewis's district 50, a aort at cstch-sU union aimed 
at the ClO'a mass Induitrlea. 

Mr. Preuman. according to this vcnlon, told the 
MO's not lo worry too much about portal psymenls, 
now estimated at a possible (3,000.000.000. Hd aald 
that district H had made Inroads on OIO unions by 
promising to recoup mUllona In bsck pay under Judge 
PVank Plcard's ruling tn the Mt. Clemens pottery case. 

To ofCul this fltrat«ffy, Mr. Pressman continued, the 
OIO lelt that U had to promise the ume or sreater 
gains to Ita members. Thla revelation that a mere 
JurUdlcUonal or membership quarrel Isy behind the 
portal threat. In the opinion ot the Mutrny-Pressman 
critics, has destroyed any chance ot an all-out victory 
In courts or on capltol hill. 

CONFESSION— CIO spolceamen likened the Vcta- 
man admission to Wsdter Reuther's trank confession 
alter the IBU strlks sgalnit Ocneral Motoia. In that 
connecUon, they made aome harsh commenta on Henry 
A. Wallace's lame help to the labor movement as rep- 
resented by the CIO. They condemned particularly 
hU pro-Moscow atUlude. 

When the Reuther auto v.'orkers sUged theh* IIB- 
day Detroit walkout, Mr. Wallace, then secretary of 
commerce, sponsored » departmental report saying 
that the motor Industry could raise wagca by 23 per 
cent In two yean without Increasing car prices. 

The Wallac« itatlstlcs prolonged the itrlke, and 
produced a eetUement that raised both wagca and 
prices, as also happened In the sUel Indiutiy. Then, 
after the agreement had been signed, he publicly db- 
owned and repudiated the commerce department's 
figures. 

Mr. Reuther aeUed on th« Wallace document as the 
basis for his demand that Oeneral Motor* "open its 
books." But when he had won hU wage demands, he 
admitted with » grin that he had not been serious 
In his request for an examination of the carpornUon's 
financial operatlont. 

■ ECniTATION— Vlaltlnff OIO firemen reserved 
heavy blasts for the recent "Nathan report" Tills 
diagnosis of our economic Ills, which was released 
at a swankj hotel luncheon presided over by Mr. 
Murray, maintained that Industry could grant a 3S 
per cent raise without booattng retail costs. 

The Nsthan conclusion, although It has been as- 
sailed by priTtto and government economlala, forma 
the basis lor the OIO's current drive for fitter pay 
envelopes and mors 'take-home money." 

But Mr. Mmray's OIO critics come armed with Mr. 
Nathan's own refutation ' of his wage-prica theories. 
Turning to page U of his book entitled, Mobllldng 
for Abundance, they read this pissage to the CIO 
chleltatn, who paid H&.OOO from the trtasurr for the 
Nathan report: 

"Many are In favor of Increasing the relative nhare 
of the lower Income groups through higher worcs. 
Anything that can be accomplished In this direction 
through ever-Increasing mtntmmn wage requirements 
Is desirable, but history reveals that prices Increase 
i.'hen labor costs Increase. 

"It Is then suggested that prices be arbitrarily held 
down while wages are oxbltmrlly raised. This Is a most 
dliricult administrative task, and one which can dis- 
rupt competltlva forces, with unfortunate conse- 
quences." 

DNTEO BTWOBTII Y — In recaltlng these episodes tn 
the history ot postwar Industrisl disturbances— the 
niies adopted by Meurs. Reuther and Wsllace, Nnthnn 
and Pressman- the anti-Murray faction said. In effect: 

"These things make the CIO out to bo slick, tricky. 
Irresponsible and untmstworthy. We have got lo .ihow 
more sense and stability In our dealings with manage- 
ment, the publlo and the govemment."

HTW TOBK-^tbougb both de- 
fendants were aoiultted. the triali 
of Joe Fay aiu] Ben Pross, profes- 
sional ' union racketeers, la the 
United Slates district court la New- 
ark, havt provid- 
ed a dramatic 
annrer to those 
who Insist that 
the to-called labor 
movement should 
be allowed to cure 
its own Ills. Thece 
two gsogsters 
have been nolor- 
tous for years and 
their detradatloni 
have beeb public- 
lied In seme detail 
iMfore. 

In their, trials, however. Fay, on 
a charge of dodging Income tax on 
his graft, and Proos, on a charge of 
using his power of the liquor in- 
dustry to provide whisky tor the 
black market, the Ueoiury plohily 
ohowed that they used their union 
authority to shake down hiduitry In 
the name of the workers and that 
the workers In their tmlons were 
mere tools. Fay said ho used part 
of the graft to pay members of hla 
union to Intimidate and beat up 
members of another union and to 
undercut the wage scale of tho 
others. He spent thousands of dollors 
for tickets. to prliellghts and for 
wild parties tor lesser union bosses 
of hU own Jurisdiction and this was 
called labor relations." 

An employer who had hired pro- 
te&slonsl sluggers, as Fay said be 
did, to smash a picket line and beat 
down the wage^^cale. would havo 
been Indictable on a number ot 
counts. But let the employer hire a 
boss ot a group of unions, holding 
credentials from the Amerlcsn Tci- 
eratlon of Labor and high office in 
one of Us component Internationals, 
to do the Game thing and he 1* tn 
the cicor. The union racketeer him- 
self. In this ease Joo Poy, Is per- 
forming tho honorable dutlee o( his 
poslUon. He Is driving Interlopero. 
oft a Job over which he claims Jur. 
Udlctlon for his subjects, snd col. 
letting a price for "Inbor peace.' 

Ho ts a professional strikebreaker 
operating In the manner of all the 
old corporations which years ago 
shipped sluggers to struck planU. 
but he Is within tho law, and more- 
over the high managers ot unionism, 
while they deplore hit octlona, still 
Insist that any legal res train ta on 
him woiUd be a blow at the rlghU 
of labor. 

Tho rank and Ille^warten of Fay- 
union would havo nothUig to say 
about all thU.
